the global communication network, which unique audio signature is permanently associated with the 
specific and determinable second locatio n, and whicA audio signature contains no routing information: 
storing a unique audio designation correspondmg to the unique audio signature in a 
database at a remote locati<m on the global communication network; 
10 associating with the unique audio designation in the database routing information over 

the global communication network to the sf)ecific and determinable second location from any of the 
plurality of first locations on the global communication network; 

causing from a control location r emote from the nhnralitv of first locations the unique 
audio signature to be reproduced at o n e or m o r e of at least one of the phirality of first locations; 
15 in response to the step of causing* transmitting the reproduced audio signature to the 

remote location and then, at the remote location, transmitting the associated routing information to the 
at least o ne of the first locations that transmitted the reproduced audio sigjiature; and 

transferring information between the plurality of first locations and the specific and 
determinable second location in response to the step of causing and in accordance with the transmitted 
20 routing information stored in the database and associated with the reproduced unique audio signature 
and conduc tinfi r.nmrp erce there between .

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3 1 . (Previously Preseiited): The method of Claim 29, wherein the unique audio sigoature has 
embedded therein encoded infonnatiou and wheidn the step of storing the unique audio designation in 
a database conprises storing a decoded version of the encoded icifomtatiou therein and the step of 
associating is operable to associate the decoded version of the encoded information with routing 

5 information.

34. (Previously Presented): The method of Claim 31, wherein the step of definii^ a unique 
audio signature con^irises defining a unique audio sign^ure that conq»4ses an audio signal within the 
hearing range of a human. 

35. (Previously Presented): The method of Claim 34, wherein the unique audio desigfiation is 
conr^atible with an audio portion of a television broadcast. 
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
